Local citizen tuberculosis committees 
retain more than t hree- fourths of the 
money they raise through this sale to 
carry on their work of lessening and 
preventing tuberculosis. 



This oilicial Christinas Seal, which 
was originated in 1907, was litst sold 
in Pennsylvania. This year's Seal, al- 
though it does not bear the Hed Cross 
name, is the original Seal and is recog> 
iii zed as the only Seal by Government 
agencies and flic i a Is and by all social 
service agencies. 



The 1920 Seal bears the usual pic- 
ture of Santa Clans. Old Chris is hold- 
ing on his shoulders a child dressed in 
green who is hearing aloft the double 
barred cross, which is the emblem of 
tuberculosis workers. This sticker car- 
ries the message, " Merrv Christinas 
1920 " and "Healthy New Year. M 



Seals are in the form of a stamp and 
are placed 011 letters and packages dur- 
ing the holiday season as tokens of 
better health and good cheer. They are 
not a substitute for postage.

VIOLATED THE DOG LAW HERE. 



State . Agents Prosecute Main Line 

Residents for Failure to Pay 

License. 

More than one hundred prosecutions 
of violators of the dog license law have 
l)oen brought by the State Agricultural 
Department in a campaign along the 
Main Line. 

Each day a score or more violators 
of the 1!U7 law are brought in.Toiv a 
Main Line Justice of the Peace and 
perinitl ed to pay the costs, t ae tiws 
being remitted when the owners plead 
guilty. Kveiy dog over six months old 
is required by law to be licensed and 
to wear a tag on its collar. 

James G. Fox, in charge of the 
crusade, declares many ilagrant viola- 
tions have boon found. £>ome of the 
persons found guilty are socially prom- 
inent. Many protested ignorance of the 
law, but pleaded guilty and paid the 
costs of $7.50. 

The towns visited by the State ofli- 
cials were Berwyn. AVayne, Ardinore, 
Rosemont, Bryn Mnwr and Narberth. 

At Herwyn they found unlicensed 
kennels and many aliens having dogs 
and firearms In the case of the aliens 
the dogs and weapons were confiscated

and bridge, bo endorsed; and further, 
ilia I a copy of this resolution be tiled 
villi the County Commissioners of 
Mnitgnniery County, the Judges of 
i':urts and the County Controller. 

After the meeting of the above body, 
composed of manufacturers from dif- 
ferent sections of the county, the 
Bridge Committee, composed of Samuel 
Huberts. A. T. Ivistwick, and S. L. 
(label, decided they would ask for a 
meeting with the County Commissioners 
and County Controller at an early date. 

In an interview S. L. (label stated 
thai over a year ago the Manufactur- 
ers' Association inaugurated a move- 
ment for the erection of a modern 
lo'idge across the Schuylkill between 
Xoriistown and "Bridgeport , and feels 
that Mr. Hatfield is starting a move- 
ment which will keep Montgomery 
County in the front rank, when* its 
wealth has put it. The Manufacturers' 
Association wants to see the brulgc 
here built at DeKalb street, one of the 
most traveled points in Knsterii Penn- 
sylvania, an established highway. It 
wants the bridge spanning all three 
railroad crossings so that for the next 
one hundred years it will stand out as 
one of our big forward move in; .its of 
the twentieth century. Necessarily it 
wants that bridge built quickly; it 
wants immediate action taken so that 
when the Conshohockcn bridge is com- 
pleted wo will not have before us the 



present antiquated, dangerous and 
noisome structure that should have de- 
parted this scenery fifty years ago. We 
want when the Conshohockcn bridge is 
dedicated to see the Norristowu-i3ndgc- 
j.ort bridge well under way. Naturally 
this, as Mr. Hatfield says, rs our first 
need. lie properly puts it first, since 
it is the biggest,* and around it and 
from it will spring numerous other un- 
dertakings. Lest it be forgotten we 
must not lose sight of the fact that 
the boulevard connecting the Port 
Washington end of Fuirmount Park 
with Valley Forge will in all probabil- 
ity go tli rough Norristown if a modern 
bridge is erected here to handle the 
traffic. The bridge is the key to thi;\ 
as well as other big projects. Royers- 
ford and Spring City need a bridge, 
but the problem there is easy. The 
community should not be asked to wait, 

The upper districts of tiic county 
would take on a new activity if a mod- 
ern road of tea miles in length should 
be built. The Pennsburg district has 
made great strides, and if linked up 
with Pottstown untold benefits would 
result to, a growing community. 

The same business judgment that 
dictates to a man that he build a house 
or :i factory that will stand wear and 
tear, should be applied to road build- 
ing. The traffic on our roads is such 
that cost is less in a given number of 
years if built for permanent demands 
than just for time being. The saving 
brought about in less up-keep pays a 
good interest rate on original cost and 
leaves 'a safe margin for payment of 
principal. That is why we endorse con- 
version of roads from temporary con- 
struction to permanent traffic require- 
ments. 

Whitemarsh and Lower Morion have 
every right to ask for means of travel 
on a direct route. There is no reason 
why two* such districts should be com- 
pelled to make a detour. Much of Mont- 
gomery County's wealth lies in what 
wo call lower .Montgomery, and the cit- 
izens there should have freedom of 
tin vol given them across rhe river. 

One thing lacking now that is a great 
handicap to us is no short direct cut 
to Philadelphia. That will be removed 
when the Hidge Pike improvements in 
Philadelphia County are completed. 
That will mean, however, very much 
heavier travel on this road and neces- 
sarily dangerous points must be rebuilt. 
The condition of the road near Black 
Horse is such that a change there must 
be made. What a fine thing this will 
be when we can run to Philadelphia on 
this direct route and cut off three or 
four miles of travel. 

Tip* program is, to our minds, one of 
the biggest undertakings that has ever 
been put before the people of Mont- 
gomery County. Other public improve- 
ments are needed, but it is doubtful if 
they rank, as all these do, as major 
projects. To us tNis is but the begin- 
ning If promptly carried out so that 
the people will see that cost is not 
prohibitive and that taxes need not be 
raised, they will be right in line with 
such moves that spell progress for all 
of us. 

Progress means a higher plane of 
living; it means an era of good feel- 
ing generally: it moans a higher- type 
of citizenship, because such improve- 
ments, visible to the eye, show what 
government does for the people. 

AVe heartily and enthusiastically, as 
an association, endorse the complete 
prog jam outlined by Mr. Hatfield.

"Eradicate the Slums" is First 

Big Task for tbe Suburban 

Association 



NEW BODY PLANS TO TACKLE 
SERIOUS LOCAL EVILS 



Insanitary Houses 



Getting rid of the slums of the Main 
Line District is the first big task to 
bo essayed by the Suburban Associa- 
tion, which was organized last winter 
with Thomas DcAVitt Cuyler as its 
prosident. 

Getting something done about the re- 
pairing of Montgomery Avenue so the 
road will be open for use is another 
less arduous but quite important job 
the association is taking up. 

In reports obtained by tho Main Line 
Citizens' Association, facts and figures 
have been compiled showing the bad 
health conditions, bad housing condi- 
tions and bad conditions of sanitation 
in various Main Line communities. 

The Suburban Association finds these 
things arc linked together, and has 
worked out a comprehensive plan to 
meet the condition along the most prac- 
tical lines. 

It will work for the broadening of 
municipal power to deal with the evils 
found to oxist and for means of making 
the application of that power more 
efficacious. It will try to get owners 
of ' * little ' ' houses to make them de- 
cent to live in ; to get rid of water 
wells located close to tho cesspools, and 
during the course of its labors a special 
joint committee of the Suburban Associ- 
ation, established to carry on the war 
against the slums, will make a scien- 
tific survey of sanitary conditions 
everywhere along the Main Line and in 
Bala-Cynwyd. 

All this crystallized last week at a 
special session of the executive com- 
mittee and the committee on roads of 
tho Suburban Association, held in tho 
new offices in the Merion Title Building, 
Ardmore. 

Mr. Cuyler bus asked tho committee 
on roads, which is headed by Samuel 
Ren, to be present. He had something 
to say about Montgomery avenue. He 
did not contribute any strenuous adjec- 
tives, but what he had to say. echoed 
some of the things many persons have 
been saying lately about the long 
stretch of Montgomery avenue from 
City Line to Haverford. 

The stretch is controlled by the Com- 
missioners of Montgomery County, who 
have been making repairs at various 
places where repairs have been much 
needed. But after one set of repairs 
occurred a new series started — and 
motorists have been unable to use 
Montgomery Avenue very much, and 
they did not like the portions they were 
able to use. 

So the Suburban Association will take 
the matter up through Mr. Rea's com- 
mittee, with tbe County Commissioners 
and trv to get something definite accom- 
plished.

The first gun in the war against the 
slum conditions was really fired at an 
earlier mooting of the executive com- 
mittee, at which the plan to eradicate 
the slums was set in motion, at the 
suggestion of Edward Bok, of Morion. 
An outgrowth of this was a suggestion 
by Major Alfred M. Collins to get a 
conference of hoads of various local 
boards of health, and Mr. Crist was 
able to report that this had been done 
and that representatives of the State 
Department of Health were also pres- 
ent. 

So the committee sailed in last week 
to deal with the things thev have to 
do. 

If you aro an old-time Main Liner 
you remember when things were differ- 
ent. There were some little houses, of 
course, but not many and not crowded. 
Now in portions of Ardmore, Haverford, 
Bryn Mawr, Wayne and other communi- 
ties arc areas where slum conditions, 
described as "bad or worse than any 
in the city" aro found.

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proportion were tlircctly traceable to 
lack of soweruge. Here again township 
officials will be urged to take such 
steps as arc necessary to establish pro- 
per household sewerage. 

Another feature of housing surveys 
thus far made is one showing how 
residents in certain sections get their 
drinking water, in fact, all their water, 
from wells located close to cesspools. 
It was found, also, that soino of these 
wells had been condemned by the Board 
of Health, but the residents continued 
to use them, in spite of that, and an- 
other bud feature discovered was loca- 
tion of wells and hydrants for common 
use at some distance from homes. An 
effort will be made 1o get :m ordinance 
requiring a plentiful supply of water 
near every house offered for rent, and, 
in crowded quarters, a minimum supply 
of running water. 

The new building codes in Lower 
Merion and Haverford townships will 
prevent in furture defects like cheaply 
built foundations, small yards, building 
houses in roar yards; windowless rooms; 
using converted stables for dwellings 
and lack of iire escapes. 

But Kadnor township has not passed 
a building ordinance, and the committee 
will urge such action on its commis- 
sioners. 

Some unsatisfactory conditions are 
duo to the present overcrowding, and 
to meet this the Suburban Association 
will urge owners of largo estates to 
provide accommodations for their em- 
ployees on their estates. 

Many very insanitary conditions 
have been traced to leaky roofs, falling 
plaster,, broken stairs, defective rain 
leaders and such things. The commit- 
tee' realizes that high costs of labor 
and materials is a, definite bar to pro- 
moting any general housing operation 
at this time so a special effort will bo 
made with the owners of the properties 
in which those defects were found to 
have them put in sound repair and in 
a sanitary condition. 

Because at least half of the various 
defects exist because there is no ordin- 
ance prohibiting them, and it is not 
possible to compel owners to correct 
the conditions, the commissioners of the 
Main Line township will be urged to 
pass a housiirg code. 

Jt is also brought out that anyone 
can use any old or new structure as he 
pleases in any section of the township, 
and for this reason township oilicials 
will be asked to give special considera- 
tion to the question of zoning. 

It is also pointed out that employ- 
ment of one man as health inspector 
is not adequate, as many defects re- 
cur after correction, and the committee 
urges consideration of the question of 
increasing the number of health officers 
in each township. 

The committee points out that wo- 
men have done most of the work here- 
tofore in connection with correction of 
insanitary defects and urges a greater 
interest bo taken by the men of the 
community in correcting them. 

Finally, finding that detailed infor- 
mation fully covering all insanitary 
sections of the Main Tunc is not avail- 
able for the adequate study of each 
section, the committee proposes that con- 
sideration be given to a scientific sur- 
vey of every insanitary section in the 
Main Line territory.
